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Burglaries 
Lead  Crime 
Stat  Increase 
On  the  Hill

The  total  number  of  major  criminal 
offenses  reported  to  police  by  Potrero 
Hill  residents  rose  last  year  from  2,440 
in  1994  to  2,663  in  1995,  an  increase  of 
nine  percent,  according  to  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  statistics. 

The  figures  reverse  a  two  year  down- 
ward trend  in  reports  for  the  Hill.  Be- 
tween 1992  and  1994  reports  had  fallen 
from  a  high  of  2,800  total  offenses  to 
2,440. 

The  rise  was  led  by  residential  burglar- 
ies, reports  of  which  nearly  doubled 
from  92  in  1994  to  181  in  1995.  Areas 
hardest  hit  by  burglaries  were  Potrero 
Terrace  and  Annex,  the  area  around  the 
Potrero  Hill  Recreation  Center,  and  the 
adjacent  area  immediately  to  the  west, 
between  De  Haro,  23rd  and  20th  Streets. 

Reports  of  other  crimes,  however,  in- 
cluding homicides  and  auto  thefts, 
showed  marginal  declines  on  the  Hill  as 
a  whole.  ^ 

Captain  Sylvia  Harper,  who  took  com- 
mand of  Potrero  Station  in  February, 
said  she  couldn't  pin  down  a  specific 
cause  for  last  year's  upswing  in  reported 
offenses.  But  she  noted  that  for  Potre- 
ro Station's  District  C  —  which  covers 
a  wide  area  between  China  Basin  to 
Visitacion  Valley  and  includes  the  Hill 
—  reports  fell- 14  percent  overall  in  the 
first  five  months  of  this  year  compared 
to  the  same  period  in  1995.  Homicide, 
robbery,  and  burglaries  fell  significant- 
ly, Harper  said,  while  rape  and  auto 
boosting  (theft  of  goods  from  a  parked 
car)  were  up. 

"It's  sad,  but  you  have  to  be  alert  and 
cognitive  of  your  surroundings  at  all 
limes,"  Harper  warned. 
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Permit  Parking  Area  "W  which  will  be  implemented  upon  the  opening  of  the  new  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  parking  garage. 
Residents  within  the  heavy  boundaries  will  be  receiving  application  forms  for  unlimited  parking  in  most  areas.  Exceptions  are 
noted  on  the  chart.  Target  date  for  implementation  is  August  1.  (See  story  below) 


The  statistics  are  based  on  police 
"cable  plot"  reports  of  major  offenses 
for  1995.  Each  of  the  city's  six  police 
districts  is  subdivided  into  cable  plots, 
each  between  about  four  and  six  square 
blocks. 

Plot  numbers  299  through  317  comprise 
Potrero  Hill,  bordered  by  16th  Street  in 
the  north,  25th  Street  in  the  south,  the 
James  Lick  Freeway  and  San  Francisco 
Bay. 

Major  offenses  include  homicide,  rape, 
strong-arm  robbery  (a  street  robbery  in- 
volving the  threat  or  action  of  physical 
violence),  other  robbery,  (any  other 
robbery),  aggravated  assault,  simple 
assault  (an  assault  is  considered  "aggra- 
vated" or  "simple"  depending  on  the  de- 
gree of  injury  done  to  the  victim),  resi- 
dential burglary  (as  of  a  house  or  apart- 


ment), other  burglary  (as  from  a  boat, 
tool  shed,  storage  space  or  mobile  home 
etc.  —  any  theft  from  inside  a  shelter 
with  four  walls  and  roof  not  designated 
a  residence  or  automobile),  theft  over 
S400,  and  "other  reports,"  which  can 
include  anything  from  such  nuisance 
crimes  as  graffiti  or  smashed  windows 
all  the  way  up  to  felonies  such  as  arson. 
(Definitions  provided  by  Captain  Tim 
Hettrick  of  the  SFPD  Planning  Depart- 
ment.) 

Cable  plot  reports  are  compiled  quar- 
terly and  are  available  at  the  New  Main 
Library  Government  Publications  De- 
partment. The  figures  given  on  page  four  , 
are  year-end  figures  for  1995.  Cable  plots 
are  redrawn  periodically.  The  last  such 
redrawing  was  done  in  1991.

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August  1  Target  Date  for  SFGH  Garage  Opening, 
Residential  Permit  Parking  Plan  Implementation

Final  legislative  approval  of  parking 
rates  for  the  new  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  (SFGH)  parking  garage,  the 
opening  of  the  facility  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Residential  Permit  Parking 
(RPP)  zone  around  SFGH  appeared  im- 
minent at  Potrero  View  press  time.  A 
hospital  spokesperson  spoke  of  an  August 
1  target  date. 

The  three  linked  developments  are  the 
culmination  of  a  process  begun  two 
years  ago  when  SFGH  announced  plans  to 
construct  a  garage  on  the  block  bounded 
by  23rd,  24th,  San  Bruno  and  Utah  Streets. 

At  one  of  a  series  of  public  meetings 
hosted  by  SFGH  to  discuss  tlie  plans  and 


the  parking  problems  in  the  area,  the 
notion  of  establishing  a  permit  parking 
zone  around  the  facility  was  broached. 
The  suggestion  was  made  in  response  to 
the  complaints  of  residents  about  the 
parking  crisis  around  the  hospital. 

The  residents'  view  of  the  situation  was 
supported  by  a  city  Dept.  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  study,  which  revealed  that  of  the 
3,085  vehicles  parked  during  business 
hours  in  an  area  roughly  bounded  by  Caro- 
lina, 20th,  Alabama  and  25th  Streets, 
only  26  percent  were  registered  to  resi- 
dents of  the  study  area. 

Citing  a  need  for  corrective  action,  a 
group  of  concerned  residents  canvassed 
the  neighborhood  and  gathered  the  re- 
quired number  of  signatures  on  petitions 
requesting  DPT  to  establish  an  RPP  zone 


around  SFGH. 

Under  the  RPP  program,  which  is  now 
in  effect  in  22  areas  of  San  Francisco 
with  90,000  participants,  streets  are 
posted  with  time  limit  signs,  and  only 
residents  of  those  streets  who  purchase 
permits  are  exempt  from  the  parking  re- 
strictions. The  fee  is  $21  per  vehicle 
per  year. 

At  the  meetings  sponsored  by  SFGH, 
which  drew  up  to  100  citizens,  opponents 
of  the  plan  raised  arguments  that  ranged 
from  a  simple  lack  of  confidence  that  the 
system  would  improve  matters  to  charges 
that  it  was  a  City  plot  to  extort  money 
from  the  citizenry. 

However,  DPT  representatives  at  the 
meetings  stressed  that  "the  RPP  program 
is  never  imposed.  It  must  be  requested 


by  residents."  In  addition,  it  was  pointed 
out  that  citizens  are  not  required  to  pur- 
chase permits  and  groups  could  petition 
to  be  excluded  from  the  program. 

The  current  and  final  RPP  zone,  de- 
signated Area  W,  was  drawn  up  by  DPT's 
Division  of  Traffic  Engineering  after  at 
least  three  tentative  configur^itions  were 
raised  and  withdrawn.  Within  the  pre- 
scribed area,  except  for  desit^nated 
streets  (see  plan),  there  will  be  a  one- 
hour  parking  time  limit  from  8  a.m.  to 
6  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday.  Vehicles 
with  Area  VV  permits  are  exempt  from 
the  limits. 

Residents  of  the  zone  will  be  receiving 
application  forms  for  permits  soon, 
according  to  DPT.

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STADIUM  OPPOSITION  GOES  CITYWWIDE: 

So  stated  the  Page  One  headline.  The  View  went  on  to  say  that  as  the  San  Francisco 
Giants  were  making  a  serious  bid  for  the  pennant  and  1986  attendance  at  Candle- 
stick Park  had  already  exceeded  the  previous  year's  figures  by  a  quarter  of  a  million 
fans,  opposition  to  a  proposed  new  stadium  at  Seventh  and  Townsend  Streets  "was 
quickly  spreading  from  Potrero  Hill  throughout  the  city  and  to  a  number  of  offices 
in  City  Hall."  Among  groups  voicing  opposition  were  the  S.F.  Coalition  of  Neighbor- 
hoods and  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Research  (SPUR). 

BIG  HATE  MAIL  BLITZ: 

Hill  residents  were  greeted  Monday  morning,  June  16.  with  pamphlets  placed  on  their 
windshields  and  in  their  mailboxes  from  h  neo-Nazi  group,  White  American  Resist- 
ance (WAR).  The  flyers,  which  caricatured  Jews,  African  Americans  ana  Hispanics, 
claimed  minorities  were  threatening  jobs  and  homes.  Angry  Hill  residents  called 
the  news  media  in  protest.  A  member  of  the  SFPD  Intelligence  Unit  stated  WAR's 
"method  of  expressing  themselves  is  a  sign  of  cowardice.  The  reaction  to  be  appalled 
is  healthy,  but  don't  overreact." 

HILL  MURAL  INSPIRES  CONTROVERSY: 

Despite  growing  support  for  a  proposed  mural  on  the  Connecticut  Street  wall  of  a 
building  at  the  southeast  corner  of  17th  Street,  a  number  of  opponents  continued  to 
wage  a  campaign  to  nix  the  project.  The  mural,  by  artists  Nicole  Emanuel  and  Brooke 
Fancher,  had  been  approved  by  the  S.F.  Art  Commission  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development.  Opponents  claimed  that  murals  attract  graffiti  and 
"don't  belong  on  Potrero  anyhow,"  and  that  they  "are  not  in  keeping  with  the  character 
of  our  neighborhood."  The  artists  stressed  that  "the  purpose  of  the  outdoor  murals  is 
to  stimulate  the  community  process,  beautify  the  area,  and  connect  art  to  the  public 
and  to  everyday  life." 

SNAG  IN  SYNANON  SITE  DEVELOPMENT: 

"Grosvenor  Development  Corp.,  the  proposed  developer  of  the  old  paint  factory  — 
then  Synanon  —  site  at  23rd  and  Kansas  Streets,  claimed  it  could  not  submit  a  bid 
that  was  within  budget  and  still  meet  the  priorities  of  the  neighborhood.  This  raised 
fears  that  the  site,  which  had  been  vacant  since  1979,  would  remain  an  eyesore  for 
years  to  come.  Tim  Johnson,  an  aid  to  then-Assemblyman  Art  Agnos,  told  Hill  resi- 
dents, "We  should  hold  out  for  what  we  want,  even  if  we  have  to  wait  several  more 
years."

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Neighborhood  Watch 
Programs  Effective

Neighborhoods  involved  in 
Neighborhood  Watch  programs  citywide 
reported  33  percent  fewer  burglaries 
than  other  areas,  according  to  a  1993-94 
study  conducted  by  San  Francisco  SAFE 
Inc.  That  figure  should  be  of  interest 
to  anyone  living  on  the  Hill,  where 
residential  burglaries  nearly  doubled  in 
1995  over  1994  figures,  according  to 
police  statistics. 

San  Francisco  SAFE  (Safety  Aware- 
ness For  Everyone)  Inc.,  is  a  private, 
non-profit  corporation  that  contracts 
with  police  to  handle  the  department's 
crime  prevention  effort,  including  Neigh- 
borhood Watch. 

SAFE  also  offers  free  consultation 
services  to  both  homeowners  and  rent- 
ers by  appointment.  SAFE  takes  resi- 
dents through  security  surveys  of  their 
homes  and  external  grounds  ,  and  makes 
recommendations  on  how  to  make  their 
homes  more  secure. 

"Most  burglaries  are  not  well  planned, 
but  are  done  by  opportunists,"  said 
SAFE'S  Pam  Matsuda.  "They  will  go  up 
and  see  if  a  door  or  window  is  left  open, 
and  if  it  is,  well.  . 

Making  sure  all  doors  and  windows  are 
tightly  secured  when  out,  is  the  first 
step  in  making  a  home  more  secure, 
Matsuda  said.  The  second  step  is 
getting  involved  in  a  Neighborhood 
Watch  program. 

Matsuda  notes  that  no  home  can  be 
made  completely  burglar  proof.  "But 
we  can  make  it  much  less  inviting  for 
the  burglar,"  she  said. 

Matsuda  recommends  making  sure 
house  numbers  are  clearly  visible  and 
not  obscured  by  brush,  so  that  if  neigh- 
bors do  detect  suspicious  activity  around 
a  residence,  they  can  give  an  accurate 
address  when  phoning  police.  Fences 
and  gates  should  be  In  good  repair,  and 
gates  should  be  securely  locked.  Brush 


should  be  trimmed  back  so  that  walk- 
ways are  visible  to  neighbors.  Entrances 
should  be  brightly  lit  and  Matsuda  re- 
commends motion-sensitive  lights  that 
turn  on  automatically  when  someone 
passes  underneath.  Patios  and  porches 
should  be  clear  of  furniture,  boxes, 
step  ladders  and  tools. 

"People  are  always  surprised  to  find 
the  things  they  leave  outdoors  might  be 
used  by  a  thief,"  said  Matsuda.  "Lawn 
furniture,  for  example,  can  be  used  to 
get  someone  into  a  high  window.  Tools 
left  out  can  be  used  to  pry  open  doors." 

SAFE  often  recommends  updating 
locks  on  old  windows  (which  Matsuda 
says  can  be  done  without  spoiling  old 
casements.)  Also,  nails  careTuIly  driven 
into  the  inside  track  of  a  casement  can 
keep  a  window  from  being  opened  wide 
enough  to  admit  a  burglar.  (Residents 
should  be  careful,  however,  not  to  cut 
off  an  escape  route  in  the  event  of  a 
fire.) 

External  drains  can  also  be  a  problem, 
as  an  agile  thief  may  be  able  to  shinny 
up  pipes  to  reach  unbarred  second  floor 
windows.  Matsuda  recommends  cowling 
such  pipes  with  tin  or  aluminum,  or 
even  coating  them  with  Vaseline  to  make 
them  too  slippery  for  a  thief  to  climb. 

Matsuda  encourages  homeowners, 
renters  and  business  owners  to  make 
security  survey  appointments  with  SAFE 
representatives.  Residential  appoint- 
ments are  free,  but  there  is  a  small  fee 
for  businesses. 

"We  only  make  recommendations," 
said  Matsuda.  "We  are  not  an  enforce- 
ment agency.  We  won't  give  anybody  a 

ticket  for  not  having  the  'right'  dead- 
bolt,  or  anything  like  that."

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Starr  King  School  Faces 
Complete  Staff  Turnover

Starr  King  Elementary  School,  last 
year  targeted  by  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District  as  one  of  nine 
schools  "needing  help,"  wiU  undergo  the 
district's  radical  and  controversiai 
school  reform  program  —  called  re 
constitution  -  this  summer,  despite 
strong  opposition  by  many  of  the  school  s 
parents. 

Under  reconstitution,  faculty,  staff 
and  administrators  -  from  the  princi- 
pal to  maintenance  staff  -  are  reas- 
signed  and  replaced  by  all  new  personnel 
to  improve  performance  in  the  district's 
poorest  performing  schools. 

Candidates  for  reconstitution  come 
from  within  the  Comprehensive  School 
Improvement  Program,  a  reform  pro- 
gram that  distinguishes  schools  "needing 
help"  and  provides  them  with  the  oppor- 
tunity for  additional  resources  and 
support. 

After  an  evaluation  of  all  nine  Com- 
prehensive School  Improvement  Pro- 
gram (CSIP)  schools,  three  schools  - 
Starr  King,  Aplos  Middle  and  Balboa 
High  -  were  chosen  by  the  Board  for 
reconstition  for  the  1996-97  school 
year. 

Evaluations  are  based  on  a  range  of 
criteria,  from  student  test  scores  and 
writing  samples  to  on-site  visits  and  a 
review  of  school  programs. 

The  Board  of  Education,  by  a  4-2  de- 
cision, with  one  member  absent,  voted 
to  reconstitute  Starr  King  at  a  May  28 
meeting,  despite  efforts  by  parents  and 
teachers  to  persuade  the  Board  other- 
wise. 

Teachers,  told  to  pack  up  and  move 
out  as  soon  as  the  school  year  ended, 
were  questioning  the  Board's  decision 
and  reconstitution  as  a  reform  method, 
said  Madeline  Liu,  a  kindergarten 
teacher  at  Starr  King  for  18  years. 

"I'm  very  unhappy  with  reconstitution. 
I  don't  think  it  will  help  the  school," 
she  said.  "If  they  said  there  were  low 
test  scores,  they  should  have  helped  me. 
They  should  have  provided  (smaller) 
class  size  and  more  teachers  Oast  year 
as  a  CSIP^chDoD." 


"The  parents  were  not  for  it  at  all," 
said  Ethel  Porchia,  47.  the  parent  liason 
and  a  special  education  instructor's  aid 
at  the  school.  "The  kids  are  the  ones 
who  are  losing.  Those  kids  need  someone 
they  can  talk  to.  Test  scores  mean  noth- 
ing when  they  are  not  comfortable." 

Since  1994,  nine  schools,  including 
three  this  year,  all  in  the  southeast  sect- 
or of  the  District,  will  have  been  recon- 
stituted. 

Leland  Yee,  the  Board's  senior  memb- 
er who,  in  past  years  has  voted  in  favor  of 
reconstitution,  this  year  voted  against  it. 

"1  don't  believe  there  is  sufficient 
evidence  to  support  that  reconstitution 
helps  students,"  he  said.  "Reconstitution 
hurts  the  morale  (of  teachers).  That's 
why  1  think  we  should  look  at  other  ways. 
If  there  are  programs  not  working,  let's 
identify  them  and  replace  them." 

The  new  principal.  Freeman  Tinnin, 
who  has  14  years  of  elementary  exper- 
ience in  Sacramento,  will  be  working 
closely  with  the  school  district's  Human 
Resources  department  to  hire  new  fac- 
ulty and  implement  new  programs. 

But  Gail  Kaufman,  the  School  Dis- 
trict's Director  of  Communications  and 
Public  Relations,  said  Starr  King's 
school  community  will  be  "surprised"  at 
how  many  teachers  will  return  next 
school  year. 

Former  principal  Thomas  Alexander 
politely  declined  to  comment  for  this 
article.

Miller's  "Second  Coming" 
Echoes  WWII  Resistance 


By  Judy  Baston 


After  nearly  40  years,  it's  hard  to  re- 
member whether  it  was  by  accident  or 
design  that,  as  a  young  teenager  in  the 
1950s  .  I  saw  the  film  "Underground"  on 
television.  Released  in  1941,  this  senti- 
mental, in  fact,  downright  corny,  B-film 
told  about  a  German  family  in  which  one 
brother  was  a  soldier,  the  other  the  voice 
of  the  anti-fascist  underground  radio, 
and  the  two  argue  throughout  the  film. 
Although  the  resistance  forces  evade 
capture  for  most  of  the  film,  in  the  end 
their  spokesman  is  caught,  and  as  he 
stands  before  a  firing  squad,  he  hears  his 
now  anti-Fascist  brother's  voice  over  the 
loudspeaker  vowing  that  the  work  of  the 
resistance  will  go  on.  1  cried  for  hours. 

This  film  by  Vincent  Sherman  —  with 
Philip  Dorn  and  Jeffrey  Lynn  (remember 
them,  everybody?)  —  caught  my  imagina- 
tion despite  its  obvious  weaknesses,  and 
for  years  I  looked  in  vain  for  television 
listings  of  a  repeat  showing.  Also  in  vain 
were  inquiries  among  my  friends,  of 
just  about  every  generation,  about  whe- 
ther they  had  ever  seen  this  film  that 
made  such  an  impression  on  me.  Not  a 
one  remembered  it. 

So  imagine  how  stunned  I  was  while 
previewing  "The  Second  Coming," 
Potrero  Hill  filmmaker  Jack  Walsh's 
entry  in  the  current  Jewish  Film  Festi- 
val. In  an  America  of  the  not-too-far- 
future  that  has  been  taken  over  by  the 
ultra-right  Christian  fundamentalists 
who  call  themselves  the  Allied  Forces 
of  God  (AFG),  a  group  of  young  people 
gather,  dreaming  of  resistance,  and  the 
young  protagonist  begins  to  recall  the 
film,  "Underground."

"I  believe  people  can  be  made  better 
by  what  they  hear  and  who  they  love," 
he  says.  And  after  all  these  years,  I 
remembered  why  that  old  film  had 
meant  so  much  to  me;  because  I  believ- 
ed then,  and  still  do,  in  the  power  of 
the  word,  written  and  spoken,  in  the 
power  of  ideas,  to  cut  through  —  at 
least  a  bit  —  all  the  irrationalities  that 
plague  our  world. 

Walsh  lived  on  the  Hill  from  1979  to 
1986,  moved  away  for  three  years,  and 
has  now  lived  on  Vermont  Street  for  the 
last  six.  He  noted  that  the  title  of  his 
film  was  indeed  taken  from  William 
Butler  Yeats'  poem,  "The  Second  Com- 
ing," which  speaks  of  a  time  in  which 
"the  center  cannot  hold,"  and  "the  worst 
are  filled  with  great  intensity." 

Thinking  that  "few  are  more  dispos- 
sessed than  a  gay.  bi-racial,  poor  teen- 
ager," Walsh  creates  Carlos  as  his  pro- 
tagonist. Carlos  befriends  Ben,  who  is 
Jewish  and  another  "outsider"  in  a  youth 
culture  dominated  by  young  rightists. 
Their  circle  widens  to  include  a  young 
African  American  woman  and  others 
who  commit  to  making  underground 
tapes  against  the  AFG.  The  film  often 
seems  futuristic  and  moves  loosely  be- 
tween narrative  and  documentary, 
using  and  playing  with  found  images 
from  history.  But  even  though  it  may 
not  be  the  usual  cinematic  fare  of  this 
unabashedly  middle-aged  writer,  it 
held  me,  much  as  the  original  "Under- 
ground" had  done,  and  the  black-and- 
white  print  gave  an  eerie  sense  of  veri- 
similitude, occasionally  echoing  the  re- 
pression of  the  1950s  at  the  same  time 
it  suggested  the  future. 

As  well  as  being  an  independent  film- 
maker himself,  Walsh  since  1992  has 
been  Series  Producer  of  the  Living 
Room  Festival,  an  annual  H-part  tele- 
vision series  of  independently  produced 
films  and  video  that  airs  on  KQED- 
Channel  9.  "The  Second  Coming"  has 
shown  at  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Film  Festival  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Cinematheque,  and  is  slated  for

Jewish  Film  Festival  screening  at  the 
Castro  Theatre  Saturday,  July  20  at 
10:30  p.m. 

It  is  —  and  is  not  —  a  Jewish  film/gay 
film/political  film/young  people's  film. 
Which  brings  us,  in  essence,  to  the 
Jewish  Film  Festival  itself,  whose  50 
films  and  videos  from  12  different 
countries,  also  reflect  vastly  different 
extents  to  which  they  are  —  or  are  not  — 
what  one  might  call  "Jewish  films." 

As  a  case  in  point,  although  muck- 
racker  George  Seldes  grew  up  in  a 
Russian-Jewish  immigrant  colony  in 
Alliance,  N.J.,  it  is  questionable  just 
how  much  his  Jewish  identity  informed 
his  career  as  a  journalist  and  as  a  critic 
of  journalism  itself.  Seldes'  story  and 
that  of  his  times  are  told  corr^nellingly 
in  "Tell  the  Truth  and  Run:  George 
Seldes  and  the  American  Press."  Inter- 
views with  Seldes  at  age  95  are  inter- 
woven with  otiier  footage;  Seldes  died 

last  year  at  the  age  of  104.  For  those 
who  missed  this  film  at  the  recent  San 
Francisco  Film  Festival,  it  can  be  seen 
at  the  Castro  on  Thursday,  July  25  at 
6  p.m. 


Kicking  off  the  Festival  on  Thursday, 
July  18  at  the  Castro  will  be  "Not  Every- 
body's Lucky  r.nough  to  Have  Had  Commu- 
nist Parents,"  Jean-Jacques  Zilberr.ian's 
comic  look  at  a  French  women's  misad- 
ventures with  the  Red  Army  Choir  in  the 
late  1950s. 

Among  other  films  that  provide  unique 
glimpses  of  particular  facets  of  Jewish 
history  are  "Shlick,  Shmaltz  and  Stereo- 
types: Jewish  Presence  in  Early  Film 
Comedy  (1912-1940),"  July  2!  at  2:15  p.m. 
at  the  Castro;  a  national  premiere  of 
"Expulsion  &  Memory:  Descendants  of 
Hidden  Jews,"  July  21  at  6:30  p.m.  at 
the  Castro;  and  "Carpati:  50  Miles, 
50  Years,"  a  documentary  look  at  the 
relations  between  Jews  and  Gypsies 
living  in  the  mountains  of  the  Ukraine. 

The  Festival  is  also  featuring  a  number 
of  films  dealing  with  the  peace  process 
in  the  Middle  East.  "This  year's  fest- 
ival," organizers  note,  "is  dedicated  to 
the  courageous  citizens  of  all  beliefs 
who  look  beyond  the  conflict  toward  the 
possibilities  of  coexistence."
